Somme of us run away from 
life, as, some run toward it. 
Some of us cannot face realities, 

but escape in 
alcohol, drugs, 
or nervous 
breakdowns. 
The nation’s 
psychiatrists 
and psyc hol- 
ogists, in re 
cent conven- 
tion, state a 
melancholy 
fact—a third of 
all our people 
“don’t feel 
well.” No gerin, virus, malig- 
nant or benign tumor, or infec- 
tion of any kind lies at the root 
of their trouble. They simply 
“do not feel well.’’ 

That a third of a nation of al- 
most 155,000,000 persons should 
be so classified is an appalling 
fact. 


We must certainly assume 
that from these come most of 
the alcoholics; takers of drugs, 
and those who overcrowd the 
mental institutions. 


Education 


There are among these, to be 
sure, many who have been ‘‘ed- 
ucated.”’ Indeed, some of the 
more spectacular cases are 
from the socalled “good 
homes”’’ and from the ‘“‘college 
graduate”’ class. That is, of 
course, precisely when they 
become spectacular cases when 
they publicly are involved in al- 
coholism or drugs, and are seen 
on page one of the newspapers. 
But, by and large, the great 
majority of this ‘“‘don’t-feel- 
good”’ one-third of our popula- 
tion is of high school or less 
educational level. But this ‘‘lev- 
el’’ is not at all the answer, as 
presently we shall see. 

In his address to the recently 
adjourned Public Education 
Assn.,, Nathan M. Pusey, pres- 
ident of Harvard, suggested 
that better use be made of lib- 
eral arts college graduates as 
public school teachers. In this 
connection he asked for ‘‘more 
sensible’ handling of certifica- 
tion rules, 

This recommendation re- 
ceived wide notice, as it de- 
served. At a time when the 
flood of elementary and high 
school pupils is increasing, giv- 
ing due warning to our colleges, 
it is frightening to note the 
number of teachers is declin- 
ing. 

Also, in the Pusey address were 
passages which go more directly 
to our one-third of the nation 
which produces most of the ex- 
pensive problems of alcoholism 
and mental care. He said: 

“I am mindful of a woman 
teacher beside whom I once sat 
during a rather esoteric discus- 
sion of education. . . . The school 
in which she worked was in what 
we refer to euphgemistically as a 
poorer cistrict. It was desperate- 
ly poor indeed., Furthermore, ‘it 
was rent by the turmoil of a large 
migratory movement, fraught with 
dislocation, poverty, - racial ten- 
sion, and marred by almost every 
known kind of delinquency. ... 
I remember her leaning to me 
... and sxying quietly, with what 
must surely have been incredible 
understatement, “This discussion 
does not have much to do with the 
situation where I live.’ I shall 
never forget that woman’s re- 
mark.” The discussion had been 
of books. 


Proper Job 

But, tholgh books were no wise 
at fault... the discussion was: 
Dr. Pusey continued: 

‘'The teacher’s proper job is not 
to engender familiarity with the 
commonplaces of life, but to 
quicken awareness of its finer 
reaches and possibilities. .. . Per 
haps in the end what | am trying 
to say is only that poetry with its 
reach and with its concentration is 
as relevant in educational discus- 
sion as is psychology.” 

None can deny that. It will- con- 
tinue to be more true as our cities 
grow and as all of us become 
more directly dependent on the 
processes of industrialization, 

Man tends to feel, and be, lost 
in the great urban jungles. More 
and more jependence on trade un- 
ions, manufacturing and trade or- 
ganizattuns and governmental bu- 
reaus and services, national, state 


and local, is ahead of us. We | 


don’t like this trend, but it is in- 
evitable. The individual will be- 
come more and more submerged 
and, therefore, more and more de- 
pendent on his inner self. He 
must be better prepared to live— 
to be able to rationalize himself 
with what happens about him. He 
must be able to have something 
more than a material life. Lack- 
ing it, man comes to “‘feel bad.” 

No only must we have more 
teachers, we must enable them to 
do their proper job.

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Other School Issues 
Face Voters Nov. 2 


While the private-school amendment 
(No. 4) is of paramount importance, it 
must not be overlooked that a number of 
other school amendments are to be voted 
on Nov. 2. Some of them are purely lo- 
cal in their application, but together 
they are of vital importance to the future 
of Georgia education. Several of them 
will be voted on by the entire state. 

Amendment No. 7, for instance, would 
make it possible for counties and munici- 
palities to increase local support for their 
school systems. It provides for a proce- 
dure by which a county may remove or 
increase the present 15 mills limitation on 
local taxes for school purposes. 

The present limitation is unrealistic in 
view of the current situation in Georgia 
education. With the state’s support at 
about the limit current revenue will per- 
mit, local communities find they must do 
more if adequate school systems are to be 
maintained. Certainly any community 
that wants to do more should be permitted 
to do so. 

Three amendments affecting Fulton 
and DeKalb Counties will be voted on 
by the entire state. They are designed to 
meet unprecedented situations of growth 
that neither county can evade. They de- 
serve passage. 

Amendment 32 would remove the 
homestead exemption for school tax pur- 
poses only in Fulton County. Amend- 
ment 27 would accomplish the same pur- 
pose for DeKalb County. 

Amendment 33 proposes to permit the 
issuance of school bonds equal to 10 per 
cent of the Fulton County School District 
bond digest instead of the present limi- 
tation of 7 per cent. With an increase of 
1,000 school children every year requiring 
30 additional classrooms, Fulton is facing 
a crisis. All bond funds available under 
the present limitation are now exhausted. 

DeKalb’s school problem is even more 
aggravated. Its school enrollment has 
been increasing by 3,000 annually and 
despite economical operation present rev- 
enues are inadequate to the needs. 

These amendments affecting Fulton 
and DeKalb would make it possible for 


their citizens to share in solution of diffi-- 


cult problems that must be met. 

There are a number of other school 
amendments affecting local communities 
only that are progressive in nature. 

Thus, while the private-school amend- 
ment is important, it is by no means the 
only school issue. But especially impor- 
tant are the measures affecting Fulton 
and DeKalb, with their bulging popula- 
tions. Passage of the local amendments 
affecting them would provide a means 
of at least meeting their most urgent 
needs.

The Great Crash Came 


Friday, 25 Years Ago 


Twenty-five years ago this week a 
nervous nation, wanting to believe the 
reassurances from President Herbert 


Hoover and business leaders that all was 
well, was moving toward Friday, Oct. 29. 

On that day 16,410,030 shares were 
dumped into the New York Stock Ex- 
change. When the sun rose Saturday, 
some were surprised. But, to all there 
was revealed the shattered condition of 
the nation’s economic foundation. 

The Great Depression—long on the 
way—officially was on. It ended a pe- 
riod which has come to be called “The 
Era of Wonderful Nonsense.” As _ the 
New York Times financial writer said, 
in an analysis of that period: 

It was a time when scrubwomen, por- 
ters, elevator boys, typists, actors, teach- 
ers, nurses, one and all fell prey to the 
belief that all economic law: had been sus- 
pended and success and prosperity could be 
had merely by speculating in Wall Street. 

The Day came at the height of a dizzy 
period when people were operating on bor- 
rowed money, a time when everyone with a 
spare dollar thought that if he took that dol- 
Jar to his broker and with it got credit for 
three or four more he, too, could become 
rich. 


Out of that great depression, with its 
tragic suffering and erosion of human 
beings and their property, came laws 
which make more difficult the debacle of 
October, 1929. Corrupt practices by Wall 
Street firms; deliberate rigging and “plug- 
pulling” tactics had been commonplace. 
Stock sales offerings had been largely un- 
regulated. Fraud was common. 

The New Deal legislative reforms now 
are accepted by all. Constant vigilance 
is required, but at least it is no longer 
easy to rig and cheat. And depressions 
can hardly come upon us in hurricane 
manner as did the great one of 25 years 
ago.

Nature’s Quiet Rhythm 
Has Lost Its Even Flow 


It has been a bad fall. The dry 
weather has done incalculable damage to 
growing things. And the birds, for some 


; 


unexplained reason, have been dying by 
the thousands. 

These strange bird deaths have been 
concentrated in urban areas, and usually 
have occurred near airports. Great flocks 
of migratory birds of many species have 
been found dead near radio and television 
towers and around landing fields. Why? 
Nobody seems to really know, though 
there are many theories. 

Autopsies show that some may have 
died of fumes, the casualties of localized 
airport smogs. In the majority of cases 
though there is no evidence of asphyxla- 
tion, or other clues to the strange deaths. 
What little we know of bird life rules out 
the theory of suicide, of whole flocks dash- 
ing themselves to death against towers 
and buildings in protest against life. 

The air once belunged entirely to the 
birds, but man now has invaded it. He 
keeps it stirred up with his flying ma- 
chines, and has packed it really solid with 
all kinds of waves and beams. 

It may be that the birds, migrating 
south in accordance with direction find- 
ing equipment known only to themselves, 
have been addled by all the new elec- 
tronics. The times are out of joint for 
sure, and even nature seems to have gone 
a little mad.

Reforestation Problem 
Needs Constant Attention 


Georgia’s state forest tree nurseries 
will deliver an estimated 132,000 seed- 
lings to landowners during the next fis- 
cal year, making possible the reforesting 
of more than 140,000 trees. 

The only criticism that might be made 
of this announcement is that the figure 
seems small. It is not, however, when 
we consider that the reforestation pro- 
gram is a recent development and that 
our people only recently have begun to 
realize the real value of their forest lands. 

Reforestation is fundamental to any 
workable conservation program. It is 
basic to soil and water saving and to any 
program designed to preserve our re- 
sources. 

Approximately two-thirds of Georgia 
lands are in forests. They are becoming 
cne of our major sources of income. This 


- will increase as the potential of,the trees 


is realized and as we learn to treat our 
forests as any other agricultural crop. 

The Georgia Department of Forestry 
has been doing a good job. It deserves 
every encouragement to expand its use- 
fulness. Peforestation is only one angle 
that deserves constant attention.

Puerto Rico Can Bring 
Two Cultures Together 


The FBI is continuing its roundup of 
leaders of Puerto Rico's Communist 
Party, perhaps the most dangerous Red 
cell in the Western Hemisphere. :

Enemies of the United States have found 
it easy to turn the low living standards 
and ambitions for independence of some 
of the islanders into hatred for all things 
North American. 

Militarily the island is important to 
the defense of the hemisphere. In lan- 
guage, religion and tradition it, is one of 
the most important links between Anglo 
and Latin America. 

§ Properly promoted, Puerto Rico could 
be the transition center, the halfway 
house between the Spanish and English 
cultures of the two great continents of 
the West. The Reds cleverly got there 
first and, until J. Edgar Hoover moved 
in after them, were converting it into a 
wedge to drive the continents farther 
apart.

GOP Cut Defense Budget 


While Adding to Civil Funds: 


If you view the federal budget in two parts 


national security 


costs and civilian functions—it is well known that the Eisenhower 
administration has cut a tremendous whack off the first part. De- 
fense outlays are down from 50.3 billion dollars in fiscal 1952-'53 to 
the latest estimate of 41.9 in the current fiscal year. 

Nét so well publicized is the fact that, as between the spending 
totals in the two categories (not item by item), defense has absorbed 


the whole burden of Eisenhower budget trimming. 


Present plans 


call for increased spending on civilian functions—more even than in 
either of the last two whole fiscal years of the Truman administration. 


This is well brought out in a Wall 
Street Journal analysis of the 
budget bureau's recent revised fig- 
ures for fiscal 1954-'55. In this elec- 
tion year, this responsible paper 
points out, higher price tags have 
been put ‘‘on a batch of programs 
the administration considers vital 
tu keep the country prosperous and 
the voters happy.” 

Sore of this has been done since 
Congress acted on the budget, and 
some will require supplemental ap- 
propriations from the new Congress 
in January. Some of the increases 
are ‘‘uncontrollable,’”’ being gov- 
erned by formulas, such as vet- 
erans’ aids and farm price prop- 
ping activities. But others are new 
policy decisions. 

Housing programs, for example, 
which in the aggregate turned in a 
net profit of 449 million last year, 
and at first were scheduled to stay 
in the black this year, will instead 
go 367 million in the red; more 
money for slum clearance and ur- 
ban redevelopment is one big rea- 
son. Federal aids for highways, ed- 
ucation and ship-building have also 
been increased. 

The Wall Street Journal sum- 
mary shows that last January’s es- 
timate of civilian spending planned 
in fiscal 1954-55 was 20.7 billion, 
compared to 21.4 in the previous 
year and about 21.5 in each of the 
last two Truman years. But the 


new figure is 22.1 billion, exceeded 
only by the 24 billion total in 1952- 
’53, which was half Truman, half 
Eisenhower. 

Because of a 3-billion cut in the 
defense estimate even since Janu- 
ary, the total spending program is 
now 1.6 billion less than was 
planned at that time, even with 
the civilian increase. Nevertheless 
the deficit outlook has substantially 
worsened, because the revenue es- 
timate is way down from January. 

Partly from tax cuts that Con- 
gress insisted upon, partly from 
economic causes, the government 
now foresees only 59.3 billion com- 
ing in while 64 billion goes out. So 
the red ink now looks more like 
4.7 than the 2.9 billions that the ad- 
ministration had originally planned 
to hold it down to. 

This being substantially more 
than last year’s deficit, the trend 
of the moment is away from a bal- 
anced budget. This must strengthen 
doubts about the temporariness of 
the 6 billion extra borrowing power 
that Congress allowed for this year 
only. 

Equally noteworthy is the fact 
that this administration, for all its 
stern talk about “getting govern- 
ment out of business,"’ ‘reversing 
the socialist trend,’’ and so on, 
finds itself, too, spending. ever 
more on the myriad vast civilian 
enterprises of Uncle Sam.

Pride Is Ringleader 
Of 7 Deadly Sins 


John Bunyan, author of ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress’”’ 
would have been an interesting subject for a 
modern psychologist to analyze. As a young man 
he suffered almost constantly from self-depreciation and an abnor- 


mal guilt-complex. He talks about “the dark nights of his soul’ and 
he had many of them. He grew up in an extreme Puritanic atmos- 
phere which weighed heavily on his deeply sensitive nature. 


In his writings there is no evi- 
dence that he was ever drunk and 
he says that he never made an ill 
advance toward a woman. He does 
confess to the vice of swearing. 
He says his four worst sins were: 
slipping in and ringing the bells 
in the parish church and alarm- 
ing the neighborhood, playing tip- 
cat, dancing, and reading the his- 
tory of Sir Bevis of Southampton. 

I have tried to learn what ‘“‘tip- 
cat’’ is but have found no descrip- 
tion of the game. Whether the 
*‘sins’’ were really sins or not, the 
important point is his deep sense 
of guilt and his spiritual struggle 
to overcome his sins. Note well 
his comments on sin and repent- 
ance: 

“Crush sin in its conception, lest 
it bring forth death in thy soul. 

“Some men’s hearts are narrow 
upwards and wide downward—nar- 
row as to God, but wide for the 
world. 

“Pride is the ringleader on the 
seven abominations that the wise 
man nameth. Proverbs 6:16-17.’’ 

About repentance, he said, 
“take heed that sin in thy life goes 
not unrepented of, for that will

make a flaw in thine evidence, a 
wound in thy conscience, and a 
breach in thy peace; amd a hun- 
dred to ofe if at last it doth not 
drive all the grace in thee into so 
dark a corner of thy heart, that 
thou shalt not be able, for a time, 
by all the torches that are burn- 
ing in the gospel, to find it out to 
thy own comfort and consolation.”’ 


Yet Bunyan is not content to 
leave man to struggle alone. He 
speaks often of the help of God, 
as: “I find that the goodness of 
God to his people is diversely ex- 
pressed in his word, sometimes 
by the word grace, sometimes by 
the word mercy, and sometimes 
by the word love. 


“When it is expressed by the 
word grace, then it is to show that 
what he doeth is of his princely 
will, his royal bounty, and sov- 
ereign pleasure. When it is ex- 
pressed by that word love, then it 
is to show us that his effection 
was and is in what he doeth, and 
tha? he doeth what he doeth for 
us with complacency and delight. 

Sin—repentance—God, those are 
three facts man must face. 


Why Is Vote Trend 
Running Anti-GOP? 


: WASHINGTON—The unanswered question at 
this stage is not how the congressional election 
but why. The how seems easy; 


is coming out, 


at least, most of the forecasters are in agreement and, with the warne 
ing that the political dopesters can be as wrong as the weatherman, 


here is what they are saying: 


That the Democrats will win the House by 20 to 40 seats. 
That the Democrats will take control of the Senate by three to 


five seats. 


That the Democrats will win sev- 
eral important governorships from 
the Republicans, including Penn- 
sylvania and possibly New York, 
and will lose none of the govern- 
ships they now hold. Thus the pres- 
ent balance of 29 Republican to 
19 Democratic governors may be 
reversed. 

All this suggests a substantial, 
nationwide Democratic trend and 
that is the assessment of the po- 
litical writers who have been trav- 
eling about the country. 

The Republicans virtually con- 
cede the House. The party in pow- 
er almost always loses seats in 
the midterm voting and the Re- 
publicans haven't any to lose. 

The Republicans had hoped to 
hold their thin control of the Sen- 
ate. Unless the forecasters are 
nearly all wrong, it does not look 
as though they would. 

The Senate will change hands 
unless there is a considerable shift 
of voter sentiment during this last 
week of the campaign. 

Why? Why is this election trend 
running against the Republicans? 
I certainly do not assume to have 
all the answers, but here are some 
of them: 

The accomplishments during the 
two years of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration are taken for grant- 
ed. Psychologically, a_ political

WASHINGTON—President Eiedinailii’s par- 
ticipation in the congressional campaign has 
been matched by that of his unsuccessful rival of 


than a political achievement. The 
promise to end the Korean war 
undoubtedly helped the Republi- 
cans in 1952, but the accomplish- 
ment of actually ending the war 
is not bringing any visible politi- 
cal reward. 

This means that with no gal- 
vanic issue to draw pro-Republi- 
can voters to the polls, the Re- 
publicans will be hurt by apathy. 
The protest vote, the irritated, dis- 
satisfied farmer or unemployed 
worker comes out; the satisfied 
citizen doesn’t. A light vote almost 
invariably hurts the party in pow- 
er. A very light vote is indicated 
this fall. 

Coattail riding is not proving 
any more effective as a means of 
political transportation than it ever 
did. Many Republican House and 
Senate candidates are trying to ap- 
propriate President Eisenhower's 
popularity and it isn’t working. 

But if the country continues to 
“like Ike,” as there is abundant 
evidence that it does, why is it 
that the voters do not appear to 
extend their support of the Pres- 
ident to the election of a Republi- 
can-controlled “Congress? The rea- 
son may be more instinctive than 
rationalized, but I am inclined to 
think that many pro-Eisenhower 
supporters do not yet look upon 
the Republican Party as an Ei- 
senhower-Republican party.

Adlai Stevenson is following the President by winding up his 
campaigning in New York and New Jersey after a rigorous schedule 
in the Far West, along the Pacific Coast, and back in his own Middle 


West. 

As well as doing a chore for his 
party, Stevenson also has been 
keeping ‘the fires bright on many 
hillsides in a personal chore for 
himself, which is to win renomina- 
tion in 1956 as his party’s presi- 
dential candidate. 

At the same time, he and his 
close circle of advisors have been 
pondering a problem which lies im- 
mediately ahead. That relates to 
the sort or role he skould, or can. 
play in the months before the 1956 
convention in the face of two ob- 
vious handicaps: 

1. He does not occupy ‘public of- 
fice and therefore lacks the forum 
which public office offers. 


2. Political interest naturally will 
be concentrated on Congress, as is 
usual between elections. The lead- 
ership of the party there will be 
making the issues and writing the 
record. 


How much of a part will Adlai 
Stevenson play in decisions as to 
the party’s course for the next two 
years or, put another way, how 
much of a part will he be able or 
permitted to play? This will be, in- 
deed, a test of his leadership. The 
party is dominated by its South- 
ern wing. If the party should win 
control at next week's election, 
Southerners will occupy key offices, 
such as Speaker of the House and 
Majority Leader of the Senate— 
Texans are in line for both places— 


as well as the bulk of committee 
chairmanships. 

The Southern wing, as is known, 
is cool to the more liberal wing of 
the party with which Adlai Steven- 
son is identified, when not actually 
hostile. The 1952 candidate has the 
same problem that the Eastern, 
moderately progressive wing of the 
Republican Party always had be- 
tween elections when the Middle 
West conservative wing was domi- 
nant in Congress. 


As of now, the 1952 candidate is 
regarded as the odds-on favorite 
for the 1956 nomination among 
party leaders across the nation. It 
is Stevenson against the field. His 
position in the South appears fav- 
orable if advices received by this 
reporter are correct that Sen. 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, who 
had the support of most Southern 
delegations at the start of the 1952 
convention, now regards the Stev- 
enson renomination as the wisest 
course for the party. 

For a time Sen. Stuart Syming- 
ton of Missouri had been regarded 
as the possible legatee of the Rus- 
sell support. Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, Senate Democratic 
leader, would like to become the 
South’s favorite son. Perhaps the 
principal handicap of another as- 
pirant for the nomination, Sen. Es- 
tes Kefauver of Tennessee, was the 
lack of real support from the South, 
He is in the running again.

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YOUR CHILD'S EDUCATION 
iS IN PERIL! 


AN APPEAL TO THE VOTERS OF GEORGIA FROM GOV. HERMAN TALMADGE, AND GOV.-NOMINATE MARVIN GRIFFIN 


Tuesday, November 2nd, is general election 
day in Georgia. 

It is in this election that the people are called 
upon to pass on _ constitutional amendments 
which their elected representatives in the General 
Assembly have proposed to them for approval. 

All amendments appearing on the ballot re- 
ceived a two-third’s vote or more when they were 
debated and considered in the General Assembly. 


The people in this election will vote upon the most 
important amendment ever submitted in our lifetime. 


It is the school segregation amendment which 
will appear as Number 4 on the general election 
ballot. 

This amendment has one purpose, and one pur- 
pose only. That is—preservation of free, segre- 
gated schools for all the children of Georgia. 

This amendment is only one sentence in length, 
is in clear language and can be understood by 


every voter. 


The proposed amendment to our State Consti- 
tution reads in full, as follows: 


“Notwithstanding any other provision of this 


Constitution, the General Assembly may by law 


provide for grants of state, county or municipal 


funds to citizens of the state for educational pur- 


poses, in discharge of all obligations of the state to 


provide adequate education for its citizens.” 


Now, that you have read this amendment, you 
can plainly see that it does not give the General 
Assembly authority to “abolish the public 
schools,” as its opponents have falsely claimed. 

The Georgia Legislature already has _ the 
authority to “abolish” the public schools of 
Georgia. 


The school segregation amendment was prepared by 
the leading lawyers of the State of Georgia for one pur- 
pose, and that is to guarantee a continuance of segre- 
gated education. 


When the United States Supreme Court tells 
us in a Georgia case that we must mix the races 


in our public schools, the power of the state and © 


local subdivisions to levy taxes or appropriate 
money for operation of such schools lapses under 
the terms and provisions of our State Constitu- 
tion, according to a clear-cut ruling from Attorney 
General Eugene Cook. 

Lawsuits are now pending in Georgia against 
the city school system of Atlanta and against the 
University System. Others are sure to follow. 


When the Supreme Court orders the races mixed in 
any county school system or independent school district, 
that ends Georgia’s present school system in that locality, 
and effectively “abolishes” it. 


That is where the school segregation amend- 
ment comes into play. 

If the schools are ordered mixed in any county 
or school district, after the voters have ratified 
the school segregation amendment, your elected 
representatives in the General Assembly can im- 
mediately make grants in that county or school 
district directly to the parent or guardian of the 
child to cover ALL costs of books, tuition, trans- 
portation and all other necessary incidentals. 

The schools in such counties will continue to 
operate fully accredited and with the same high 


academic standards now in force, or even sub- 
stantially improved under closer local supervision 
and control, 


That is the only means whereby free, segregated edu- 
cation can be continued in Georgia outside the terms of 
the decision of the United States Supreme Court. Here's 
why: 


The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court was based upon the provisions of the 14th 
amendment and was applied only to schools op- 
erated by the state or its political subdivisions, 
and would not apply to schools where grants are 
made by the State directly to the child. 

Irresponsible persons, who are either opposed 
to segregation or motivated by selfish political 
reasons’ have raised all manner of objections to 
the school serregation amendment. None of these 
is valid. They completelv ignore the fact that 
we will have no schools in Georgia in anv locality 
where the races are ordered mixed in the class- 
rooms by the federal judiciarv. Their strategy 
is to create a situation in which your state gov- 
ernment will have no other legal alternative but 
to accept mixed schools. 


It is hypocrisy of the worst form for opponents of the 
amendment to urge that Georgians wait until after the 
Supreme Court implements its outrageous decision be- 
fore we take any action whatsoever to protect ourselves. 


The answer to this ridiculous assertion is sim- 
ply this: Suppose the Suvreme Court acts in a 
Georgia case in 1955; the Gereral Assemhlv 
doesn’t meet until 1956, and even if it were called 
into special session. there would he no general 
election in which the people could vote on the 
amendment until November of 1956. Ir the mean- 
time, there would be no schools at all in those 
localities where they were ordered mixed by fed- 
eral edict. , 

The Teacher Retirement System, according to 
a recent ruling of the Attornev General, is a sen- 
arate and distinct agency of the state and will 
continue undiminished and uninterrupted no mat- 
ter what action the state is forced ta take to pre- 
serve segregated schools in Georgia. 

In this clear-ent rvling of the Attornev General 
he makes it nlain that the teachers’ retiremert 
finds constitute privete nrenertv fer the herefit 
of the teachers. and that the cchool segreestion 
amendment will not change the status of these 
funds in any way. 


Rights of the teachers in these funds constitute a vest- 
ed interest and are protected hv the terms and nrovisions 
of both the State and Federal Constitutions. Nothing in 
the school. segregation amendments or anv laws subse- 
quently enacted thereto, can impair these rights. 


The Attorney General makes it eaually plain 
in his ruling that the General Assembly possesses 
authority under the Georgia Constitution at this 
time to bring any teacher into the Retiremert 
Svstem, regardless of the kind of school in which 
that teacher is emploved: and, that state and lacal 
governments have fr!! authority under the Con- 
stitution and laws of Georvia to match contribu- 
tions of teachers to State Retirement Svstem or 
local retirement funds under any and all circum- 
stances. | 

Should the Georgia General Assembl]v ever be 
forced to use this amendment ard meke grants 
to the parent or gurdian of a child, for educa- 
tional purposes, in lieu of direct anpvronriations 
to the school, our State Constitutie»sl nrovision 
requiring senaration of church and state would 
stand invielete. It is certain that none of these 
grants could ever be used for sectarian or religious 
education. 


This amendment is solely a standby or “last resort” 
measure to be utilized only when needed to preserve 
free, segregated schools for our children. It is permis- 
sive and cumulative to all our present school laws. 


In addition to the fact that the measure was 
overwhelmingly approved by the members of the 
Legislature, it also bears the support and approval 
of the Georgia Commission on Education, a study 
group created by the General Assembly to rec- 
ommend ways and means of preserving separate 
schools. 

Serving on this Commission and voting for the 
resolution urging adoption of the amendment 
were the governor, the Governor-Nominate, the 
Attorney General, the Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity System, the immediate past president of the 
Georgia ‘Education Association, the Chairman of 
the Democratic Party of Georgia, the Chairman 
of the Stete Board of Regents, the Suverintendent 
of Bibb County Schools, three representatives of 
the General Assembly, a mermher of the Boerd of 
Reeents ond Chairman of the State Judicial Coun- 
cil, the State Auditor and one of the state’s most 
prominent attorneys. 


Adding to this impressive list, we find that the mayors 
of Georgia and the county commissioners of Georgia at 
annual meetings of their associations, adapted strongly 
worded resolutions urging the people of Georgia to vote 
for Amendment Number 4. 


Perhaps most imvortant is the fact that 8,000 
delegates to the State Democratic Convention 
meeting in Macon recently, unanimously endorsed 
the school serregation amerdment, and urged all 
loval Nemocrats to support its »dovtien in the gen- 
eral election. As a matter of fect. all voters who 
perticipated in the Democratic Primary are mor- 
ally bound under the terms of the Convention res- 
olution to support this provision of the Democratic 
pletfarm. | i

Birds. Need 


Water, Too 


The only reason I hesitate to make a rousing plea for house- 
holders to put out water for the birds, as Mrs. J. W. Awtry of 615 
Clifton Rd., asked me to do, is the off chance that it might rain 
before such a plea could get in the paper. 


It used to be all you had to do to produce rain was to wash 
your car or come to town in your Easter hat. Those things no 
longer work, needless to say. In fact, there’s no longer enough 
water left for much car washing and Easter hats are parched 
and sun-faded as old bird nests. Still I’ve been nervous about 
writing drought columns more than 10 minutes ahead because I 
figure it’s got to rain sooner or later and it would be just my 
luck to be discussing the parched throats of our poor feathered 
friends the very morning you look up from your newspaper and 
see robins and bluejays swimming like ducks past your window 
in the century’s worst deluge. 


However, things are bad for the birds. Mrs. Awtry points 
out that so many of their usual sources of water have dried up 
and she has noted them in her own back yard congregating 
on the clotheslines and waiting for her to put out pans and 
buckets of water. 

“As for the bird bath,’’ said Mrs. Awtry, 
around it.” 

Mrs. Awtry urges—and I join her in it—that Georgians 
keep their bird baths filled or set out shallow pans of water 
for the birds.

And while I’m about it I might as Well confess that the 
only reason I was able to overcome my fear that this plea would 
be untimely was a communique from Mrs. Kenneth Boyd, our 
Washington-Wilkes correspondent. 


Mrs. Boyd frequently comes through with some delightful 
foolishment Or bit of folklore from one of the pleasantest sections 
of Georgia. And with a perfectly straight face this is what 
she writes about the drought. 

‘“‘Wilkes countians have finally given up all hope of rain 
since J. V. Waters, prominent Washington businessman, brought 
into town and hanged by its tail, in the manner prescribed by 
timeless tradition, a five-foot king rattler three and one-half inches 
in diameter, which he had encountered and murdered on the 
public highway. 


“If anything on earth could bring a cloudburst to the fam- 
ished acres of Wilkes, Waters knew, from numberiess experi- 
ments as a boy, that this would. 

‘Instead, the sky has never been bluer, the sun brighter.”’ 

The people of Washington-Wilkes watched hopefully for the 
old king rattler magic to work and when it didn’t, as Mrs. Boyd 
reported, the snake was “‘ignominiously carted off as garbage.” 


Furthermore, Mrs. Boyd reports that this is not the worst 
drought we have had by a long shot, which comforts me, because 
I’ve been blaming it on the atomic bomb blasts or sometimes 
(in the middle of the night) on the fact that the world is prob- 
ably coming to an end. But, according to Mrs. Boyd, who has 


been dipping into an old Gazetteer of Georgia for the year 
1830, that was a rainless year, too, during the months of June, 
July, August and September. The first really good rain fell 


on Nov. 8. Maybe ours will come before then, but in the mean- 
time remember the birds, will you?
